' Government Will 


Buy Horses of 
Didsbury Farmers 


The Pioneer has been notified that 
the Canadian Government hasarranged 
for meetings for the purchase of mili- 
tary horses in Didsbury on Friday, Feb 
ruary tgth, fuller particulars of which 
can be seen in our advertising columns. 
lhe purchaser for the government in 
this district will be E, J. Legg, of Cal- 
gary, and Wr. Walters, Veterinary, 

The government have done away 
with the middiemen altogether in their 
efforts to yive the farmer all there is 
coming to them, consequently it 1s to 
be hoped that they will support the 
government by bringing in any horses 
they may have for sale so that the 
trouble of the middleman may be 
overcome. 

Ina ietter to the Manitoba Grain 
Grower's Association Lt. Col, A. D. 
\icRae,Chief Remount Commissioner, 
Winnipeg, states that he would like it 
understood that the governnent are 
buying horses on their nerits and that 
there is no fixed price, they want the 
vest horses and are prepared to pay a 
fair price for them. 

This method of buying horses for 
military purposes is a new departure 
and is done for the purpose of elimina: 
ting the middleman and speculator so 
that the farmer will derive all benefits 
trom the sale.of his horses. 

If any other information is wanted 
the Pioneer will be only too glad to 
give saine to its readers in the district, 
and it is hoped that the farmers will 
take advantage of this sale in Didsbury 
because there was some objection be- 
fore because no arrangements had been 
made for purchasing horses here.

Special Rates on 


Seed Grain 


(1) Farmers wishing to avail them- 
selves of these special seed grain rates 
must apply to the secretary of the near. 
est local union of the ULP.A. fora: certi- 
ficate which he will be required to fli in 
with the number of busheis and class of 
grain he wishes to bring in, and any 
other information asked for on the certi- 
ficate. 

(2) The local secretary will sign the 
certificate and forward to the Provincial 
Secretary with a signed statement to the 
effect that the applicant is a bona tide 
farmer. 


(3) The provincial secretary will coun- 
tersign the certificate and return to the 
local secretary, or direct to the appli- 
cant. 

(4) The applicant on receiving this 
certificate and on presenting it to the sta- 
tion agent, will, on the strength of the 
provincial secretary’s signature, be en- 
titled to the special seed grain rates. 

Special certificates have been printed 
by the Central Office and a number of 
them are being forwarded to each local 
union. Additional certificates can be 
obtained on applicatlon to the central 
office. 

Seed grain will be billed from the var- 
ious shipping stations at the ordinary full 
tariff rate, and that these certificates 
properly signed by local and provincial 
secretaries as outlined anove, will be the 
only means whereby the special rates can 
be secured, and only on production of 
this certificats will the local railway agent 
be authorised to reduce the rate from the 
ordinary tariff on which the grain has 
been shipped, to the special tariff ar- 
ranged for under the above conditions. 

It might be further pointed out that 
these special rates will apply only on each 
line of railway, that is to say, they will 
not apply on shipments interchanged be- 
tween two different roads.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Pricd 
$8 per acre. Duties—Six monthe resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciftivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-eenpeion may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six mon 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acrca 
and erect a house worth $300.

British Soldier Died as Bravely as 
Brave Man Should 
How a straggling British soldier 
Was captured and shot by Germans 
unjustly as a spy is nayrated by a 
United States war correspondent 
who witnessed the execution.

1 was in my 
quarters when I heard the soldiers 
outside the door crying out ‘Eng- 
lisch! Englisch!’ Tran out and saw 
some Uhlans bringing in a man 


dressed in civilian clothes but wear- 
ing a khaki shirt.- He was unmis- 
takably a British soldier, He was 
a big, blonde fellow, woefully diriy, 
unshaven, his hair all matted. 

“Some of the German goldiers who 
knew English pointed at him, shout- 
ing to me, ‘Spy! Spy!’ I followed 
the little procession as far as a 
farmhouse where tle headquarters 
of this German outpost were. I 
knew the fellow was English, you 
know, and I wanted to see fair. 

“They told me they had caught

Part of the Durable Rations Carried 
by Soldiers While on the 
March 
iivery army in time of war carries 
what is called war bread, which 
forms a part of the durable rations, 
and is intended to be eaten if neces- 
sary while on the march. The Ger- 
receives for his war 
bread a zwieback, in which are mix- 
ed together 100 grammes of raised 


together with salt. Beaten eggs and 
sugar are added to the dough in or- 


der to improve its flavor, and to in- 
crease the nourishing power. The 
proportion is 500 eggs to 110 kilo- 


gramines of flour. Finally, potato 
flou: is used, it is said, to prevent 
the bread from growing stale too 
easily, and caraway seed gives it the 
necessary spiciness. 

The Austro-Hungarian soldiers 
carry their durable ration of bread 
packed in small cotton bags. This 
bread is shaped like a sausage, and 
consists of wheat flour, potato flour, 
eggs, unskimmed-.milk, malt, cinna- 
mon, nutmeg and yeast. 

In France cach goldier receives as 
his durable ration ten loaves of 
bread, each of which is 70 milli- 
metres long, 65 millimetres broad, 
and 26 millimetres thick. In any 
case, this bread does not taste as 
good, nor is it as nourishing as the 
Austrian bread, for the ‘“piou-piou,” 
as the French infantry man is called, 
must be satisfied with a loaf which 
is made only of flour, yeast and water, 

The war bread of the Italians and 
Roumanians is very similar to that 
of France. It is, though, somewhat 
farker and has a uniformly smooth 


crust. 

The Swiss soldier carries his war 
bread with him in a small paste- 
board-box. Each of these little pack- 
ages contains five small loaves, 
which weigh altogether only 250 
grammes. 


The light colored war bread of the/ 
English is kept in good condition ‘n 
small soldered tin boxes. 

The Belgians give their soldicrs a 
war bread made of flour, sugar and 
eggs, each loaf having forty  pune-/ 
tures. Holes are also pierced ‘hrotsli|| 
the Ttrkish war bread, which is} 
Made in round disks, having a dia- 
meter of 150 millimetres, and a very | 
thick brown crust. i

The lung takes from 
the atmosphere one of its gases— 
oxygen, which is used to keep the 
syetem in its normal state. Every 
breath we take in carries the neces- 
sary oxygen to the small air cells in 
the lungs. every breath we send out 
is charged with another gas which is 
thrown off by the body cells as waste 
material, 

The transfer of these two wases is 
made between the Jungs and the small 
cells of which the whole body is made 
by means of red corpuscles of the 
blood. These little messengers must 
be healthy in order to do their work 
well and sufficient numbers must be 
maintained to give the best service. 
If a person becomes anaemic there is 
a falling off in the numbersof the 
red cells, Ags each one of these cun 
carry only a certain amount of oxy- 
8en at a time the body suffers in con- 
sequence of the diminished supply. 

Ivery room contains a certain 
amount of oxygen and when that is 
exhausted the body suffers The air 
inhaled now contains the waste gas 
Which we have just disposed of and we 
must therefore take it into our lungs 
again and try to impose this on the 
blood cells.

War Tourist’s Friend 


Baedeker, One of tne War's Victims, 
Was Guide Book Man 

Tourists all the worlc. over read 
with sympathetic interest the report 
that Herr Karl Baedeker, the pub- 
lisher of the famous guide books, had 
been killed in action, This member 
of the Baedeker family was one of 
the grandsons of old Karl Baedeker, 
who was Lorn at Essen in 1801, where 
his father had carried on a business 
of printer and bookeeller, and who 
himself started in business in 1827 at 
Coblentz, where he died just over 
fifty years ago. His grave in that 
town is often visited by tourists. 

It was old Kar) Baedeker who first 
hit upon the idea of publishing a 
series of guide books for the different 
countries, The first guide bork pub- 
lished by Baedeker was ga small book 
on the Rhiae, of which in 1839 he pro- 
duced a third edition entirely re-writ- 
ten by himself. Since then guide 
books for Belgium, Holland, Germany, 
Austria, Switzerland, the United 
States, etc., have been published in 
the principal languazes of Europe, 
until today the word “Baedeker” has 
become almost a synonym for guide 
books. :

Protecting Implements From Rust 

A correspondent or the Breeders’ 
Magazine gives this advice on this sub- 
ject: 

Housing fails because it does not 
keep the 110isture laden atmosphere 
from contact with the surface of the 
steel. There are many cheap gummy 
or oily substances that will protect a 
bright plough or hoe or other farm 
tool. I have found heavy unrefined 
oil effective and easily applied, Axle 
grease is used so generally for wag- 
gons that many farmers apply that. It 
is more expensive and more difficult to 
spread so as to cover the entire sur- 
face of the tool. Unrefined cottonseed 
oil and the low grade catsor oil spread 
readily and carry gum and oil enough 
to dry slowly and cover well, and they 
do not dry so hard as linseed oil, 
which prevents the plough or hoe from 
scouring readily. 

A barrel of heavy lubricating oil on 
the farm will save any further outlay 
fer axle grease or machine oil. It is 
good for killing vermin on animals 
and fox protecting tools from rust— 
if only we get the men to apply it.
